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Council says no 
to arbitration 


O Union votes for idea as way to end two-week-old strike O ‘We have 
not walked (away) before and we’re not walking away now’: Kelly 


Halifax regional council rejected 
the transit union’s plan for bind¬ 
ing arbitration on Tuesday night. 

In a closed-door session that last¬ 
ed nearly four hours, council decid¬ 
ed instead to go with a new con¬ 
ciliator offered by the province. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said the 
province approached HRM around 
noon to offer its lead conciliator, 
Ken Zwiclcer. That came a few 
hours before the union took a vote 
on arbitration, 

“I’m not sure if it was the pre¬ 
mier, the minister or somebody 
(else), but the fact is we’ve been 
approached by the province,” Kel¬ 
ly told reporters shortly before 11 
p.m. 

Kelly wouldn’t say if the coun¬ 
cil vote to go with the conciliator 
was split or unanimous, but he 
added they want to get back to the 
table with the union. 

“We believe a negotiated settle¬ 
ment is the best approach,” Kelly 
said. 

He added council is worried 
about the financial risk it would be

After union members voted for 
arbitration in Dartmouth, more 
than 100 members of Amalgamat¬ 
ed Transit Union Local 508 donned 
red T-shirts emblazoned with “Arbi¬ 
tration is the Answer” and marched 
across the Macdonald Bridge to Hal¬ 
ifax City Hall. 

Union president Ken Wilson told 
reporters Tuesday afternoon he was 
originally opposed to the possibil¬ 
ity of arbitration. 

“But when both sides can’t nego¬ 
tiate, and can’t find a (resolution) to 
something and it’s affecting the 
public, I think the cleanest and 
fastest thing to do would be bind¬ 
ing arbitration,” he said.

Wilson couldn’t be reached for 
comment after council’s decision 
came down late Tuesday night. 

According to the union, if coun¬ 
cil had agreed to go the arbitration 
route, buses could have resumed 
running within 24 hours under the 
conditions of the last collective 
agreement, signed in 2006. 

Wilson told reporters Tuesday 
afternoon he believes the public no 
longer cares about the issues that 
led to the transit strike — they’re 
just fed up they can’t get to work. 

“We’ve always said we under¬ 
stood what no public transporta¬ 
tion would mean to the citizens of 
HRM. No buses on the road, it’s 
going to affect the local economy,” 
said Wilson. 

“Parking tickets are up, sales are 
down at the malls. We knew this 
was going to happen. Let’s not 
affect the economy, let’s not affect 
the public. Let’s put the buses back 
on the road, and let’s let the adults 
handle this behind closed doors.”

Halifax regional council’s 
first look at the new budg¬ 
et was derailed Tuesday 
night by a private meeting 
on the transit strike. 

The presentation has 
been put off until next 
week. 

But a document outlin¬ 
ing the presentation by 
HRM’s Chief Administra¬ 
tive Officer Richard Butts, 
shows council’s highest 
priority in the budget is 
finding efficiencies in 
transit. 

Council has already 
committed $12 million for 
transit buses but efficien¬ 
cies need to be found in a 
renewed collective agree¬ 
ment, more efficient bus¬ 
es, and “attendance 
support,” the report states. 

Fares only cover 43 per 
cent of operational costs, 
and there could be an im¬ 
pact on ridership once the 
strike is over. 

Assessments are up sev¬ 
en per cent, which equals 
$2.4 billion in revenue for 
HRM. But most single-fam¬ 
ily homes are capped at 
3.9 per cent. 

Butts is recommending 
increasing transit tax rates 
by 0.7 cents and reducing 
the general tax rate by 3.4 
cents. 

According to his presen¬ 



tation document, the aver¬ 
age urban tax bill would 
stay the same in this sce¬ 
nario. 

Another focus in the 
budget is maintaining the 
“state of good repair.” That

The province’s Waterfront 
Development Corp. Ltd. 
says it’s close to its fundrais¬ 
ing goal for this year’s Tall 
Ships festival.

MacLean 
said there will be more arts 
and cultural events held on 
the dock this year, using the 
ships as a backdrop. 

The municipal govern¬ 
ment is contributing 
$500,000, with the province 
kicking in $780,000. It’s not 
clear if the province’s most 
recognizable contribution 
to the festival — the 
Bluenose II — will be ready 
to participate, however. 

“We haven’t made any 
announcements yet in 
terms of a relaunch of 
Bluenose II,” said Michael 
Noonan, a spokesman for 
the Department of Commu¬ 
nities, Culture and Her¬ 
itage.

“They would have been 
viewed electronically by a 
person who didn’t have 
justification to view 
them,” he said. 

Gillis said the woman 
worked as a clerk who 
booked appointments for 
patients. 

An audit was conducted 
after 15 cases were initial¬ 
ly brought to light, he 
said. That audit flagged

another 105 cases. 

“Initially, those 15 cas¬ 
es came to our attention, 
and based on those we 
had a look through her 
history of access and 
found the additional cas¬ 
es,” said Gillis. 

Gillis said the woman 
was on leave at the time 
and left her job in January 
before the additional 
breaches were found. 

He wouldn’t say 
whether she was fired, 
but said Capital Health re¬ 
serves the right to termi¬ 
nate employment in cases 
where serious privacy 


breaches occur. 

“We’re satisfied at this 
point that we’ve identi¬ 
fied every inappropriate 
access associated with this 
individual, so right now 
we are contacting each 
person who has been af¬ 
fected,” Gillis said. 

Capital Health provides 
health services to nearly 
half a million people in 
Halifax and the surround¬ 
ing area. 

“We apologize to all of 
those people whose pri¬ 
vate information was 
viewed and to the commu¬ 
nity at large,” said Cather¬

Crown asks 
for 18-month 
sentence for 
Stanley Cup 
rioter 

The Crown says a young 
man who admitted to 
participating in the 
Stanley Cup riot should 
be sentenced to as 
much as 18 months in 
jail, arguing that all the 
rioters are guilty of rob¬ 
bing the residents of 
Vancouver of their 
sense of serenity. 

Ryan Dickinson, 20, 
is the first person to 
plead guilty in the riot 
and will be the first sen¬ 
tenced for joining in on 
the mayhem that 
followed Game 7 of the 
Stanley Cup final last 
June. 

Rioters spent hours 
torching cars, smashing 
windows and looting 
stores, causing millions 
of dollars in damage. 


In an agreed 
statement of fact read 
in court Tuesday, Dick¬ 
inson admitted to trash¬ 
ing an unmarked police 
vehicle in downtown 
Vancouver and tossing a 
mannequin and a news¬ 
paper box at a clothing- 
store window. 

“What is common to 
all is that the riot has 
stripped a sense of safe¬ 
ty and security from the 
city of Vancouver,” said 
Crown lawyer Patti 
Tomasson. 

“In the Crown’s sub¬ 
mission, the riot was 
akin to a home invasion 
of the whole communi¬ 
ty-” 

For Dickinson, who 
has a criminal record 
for assault, Tomasson 
recommended a 
sentence of between 15 
and 18 months for the 
riot charge. 

In addition, she 
asked for an additional 
one to three months for 
breaching bail 
conditions related to 
the unrelated assault 
charge.

Four former B.C. attorneys 
general have joined the cru¬ 
sade for the legalization of 
marijuana. 

Colin Gabelmann, Ujjal 
Dosanjh, Graeme Bowbriclc 
and Geoff Plant all signed 
onto the Stop the Violence 
B.C. coalition Tuesday and 
sent a letter to both Pre¬ 
mier Christy Clark and NDP 
Opposition Leader Adrian 
Dix endorsing legalizing, 
regulating and taxing mari¬ 
juana. 

Doing so will curb gang 
violence and crime, raise 
tax revenue and ease the 
load of the court system, 
they say. 


“We should be prosecut¬ 
ing murderers and gang¬ 
sters, not young people for 
small amounts of posses¬ 
sion,” Dosanjh said. “It’s 
not a smart way to deal 
with crime, and there’s a 
significant consensus that 
is evolving in this country 
and in the U.S.” 

The four ex-AGs join four 
Vancouver mayors who 
have already joined Stop 
the Violence B.C. 

Dosanjh thinks continu¬ 
ing the criminalization of 
marijuana just encourages 
gangsters to profit off the 
drug trade and costs taxpay¬ 
ers dearly. 

Health organizations, 
public-policy organizations 
and think-tanks — some of¬ 
ten at odds with each other 
— have called for legaliza¬ 


tions, along with many law- 
enforcement associations. 

Whether the growing 
pressure will pay off re¬ 
mains a big question, espe¬ 
cially with the Conservative 
government currently in 
power. But Dosanjh argues 


that’s exactly why propo¬ 
nents need to speak up. 

“It’s in political circum¬ 
stances like that it’s impor¬ 
tant to participate in the 
debate,” he said. “Canada 
has the opportunity to be a 
leader on this.” 


PM’s pension rhetoric influenced by public 


New surveys for the govern¬ 
ment suggest Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper was 
tapping into deep anxieties 
among Canadians when he 
announced an overhaul to 
Canada’s retirement sys¬ 
tem. 

A few months before 
Harper told the world in 
Davos, Switzerland, that 
Canada’s retirement bene¬ 
fits would not be sustain¬ 
able without major 
changes, the public was al¬ 
ready telling him it was los¬ 


ing faith in Ottawa’s ability 
to deal with an aging popu¬ 
lation. 

Polling and focus-group 
testing for the Privy Council 
Office point to an overrid¬ 
ing concern about aging 
and about whether the fed¬ 
eral government’s policies 
were sufficient. 

“Across the country, par¬ 
ticipants touched on a se¬ 
ries of concerns that 
revolve around the aging of 
Canada’s population, and 
the government’s ability to 



address the challenges asso¬ 
ciated with this reality,” 
says the report by Walker 
Consulting Group, based on 
public-opinion research 
done last August. 

In open-ended questions, 
many respondents told the 
pollsters that the govern¬ 
ment needed to pay special 
attention to pension sus¬ 
tainability and the ability of 
future generations to sup¬ 
port growing numbers of 
retirees.

Germany, Canada 
sign defence deal 



Canada has secured a deal 
with Germany to estab¬ 
lish a strategic European 
base that would support 
future conflicts.

Bashar Akbilc, Syria’s 
charge d’affairs, levelled 
that accusation in an inter¬

11-month crackdown on 
dissent. 

Akbilc blamed terrorists 
and criminals for the vio¬ 
lence in his country. He said 
a Western-led “conspiracy”

— with Saudi Arabia’s col¬ 
lusion — is trying to over¬ 
throw his government and 
that conspiracy is responsi¬ 
ble for the carnage that the 
United Nations says has left 
more than 5,400 dead. 

“Hollywood”-style videos 
on the Internet that have 
fabricated scenes of govern¬ 
ment forces killing inno¬ 
cent civilians are part and 
parcel of the international 


plot, he said. 

Akbilc’s denial came 
within hours of United Na¬ 
tions human-rights chief 
Navi Pillay’s telling the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly that Assad’s 
regime has likely commit¬ 
ted crimes against humani¬ 
ty. 

“Canada is helping to 
worsen the life of the Syri¬

Two steps forward, one 
step back. So goes the fren¬ 
zied effort across Europe to 
bail out Greece and save it 
from a potentially devastat¬ 
ing default on its debts. 

A meeting of the finance 
chiefs of the 17 euro coun¬ 
tries to discuss Greece’s 
second bailout planned for 
Wednesday was called off 
Tuesday evening after 
Athens failed to deliver in 
time on several demands 
made by its partners in the 
currency union. 

The last-minute cancel¬ 
lation shows the eurozone 
wants much tougher guar¬ 
antees now from Athens 
before giving it an extra 


130 billion euros in rescue 
loans, on top of 110 billion 
euros granted in 2010, rais¬ 
ing fears that the deal 
could fall apart. 

The meeting was expect¬ 
ed to give the green light 
for a bond-swap deal with 
private creditors designed 
to slice some 100 billion 
euros off Greece’s debt. 
The deal must be finalized 
by March 20, when Greece 
faces a bond redemption of 
14.5 billion euros. 

While the Parliament 
faced down violent 
protests on the weekend to 
approve a new austerity 
package, the cabinet spent

per chamber. That suggests 
the Republicans will soon 
push for a vote in the Sen¬ 
ate, where they hold 47 of 
the chamber’s 100 seats. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives, meantime, will de¬ 
bate a 979-page package of 
energy and transportation 
proposals in several sepa¬ 
rate pieces of legislation 
this week, Speaker John 
Boehner said Tuesday. 

The energy component 
includes a measure that 
would reverse President 


Barack Obama’s decision 
last month to reject the 
$7.6-billion pipeline. 

Renewed Republican ef¬ 
forts to force the pipeline’s 
approval came as Trans- 
Canada announced it now 
expects a startup date for 
Keystone XL in early 2015, 
not 2014, as previously 
announced. The company 
said the delay is partly due 
to the fact that it’s waiting 
for more information from 
the Obama administration 
about reapplying for a per¬ 
mit.

In Tenacious D in The 
Pick of Destiny, Jack Black 
and Kyle Glass play heavy 
metal musicians who must 
play a musical battle with 
Lucifer. 

“The demon code pre¬ 
vents me from declining 
the rock off challenge,” 
says Old Scratch before 
they engage in a metal 
showdown. If they win, 
they’ll be superstars and 
the keepers of the magic 
pick made of Satan’s tooth. 
Lose and Kyle gets a new 
roommate — the prince of 
darkness. 

The Devil in Prince of 
Darkness takes a slightly 
different form than Pick of 


Destiny’s traditional ruby- 
slcinned imp. In this John 
Carpenter chiller the Devil 
is an alien life form trapped 
in an alternate world. 
Meanwhile, his son lives on 
our planet, boiled down in¬ 
to a vat of sinister-looking 
green liquid. 

E-critic.com hated the 
movie, suggesting the ad¬ 
vertising tagline for the 
movie should be: It’s NEW 
and IMPROVED LIQUID SA¬ 
TAN!!!, but it has some 
good thrills, a moody syn¬ 
thesize score, a cameo by 
Alice Cooper and a great 
performance by Donald 
Pleasance as a priest who 
does battle with the Devil. 


One critic called The 
Prophecy “Paradise Lost 
reimagined as a droll B hor¬ 
ror picture.” 

Christopher Walken 
plays an angel trying to 
wage war against God. You 
might imagine that would 
put him in league with the 
Devil, but you’d be wrong. 
“Your war is arrogance,” 
says Mephistopheles, who 
looks a lot like Viggo 
Mortensen, “That makes it 
evil. That’s mine.” 

The movie spawned four 
sequels, but the original re¬ 
mains the best, if only to 
watch Mortensen deliver 
lines like, “While heaven 
may be closed I am always 


open, even on Christmas.” 

And speaking of Christ¬ 
mas, one of the strangest 
cinematic demonic battles 
happens in the Mexican 
fantasy film Santa Claus. 
Described as “Ho Ho Horri¬ 
ble!” by one critic, it’s cut- 
rate and cheesy but has a 
certain kitschy charm. 

Sometimes referred to 
as Santa Claus Conquers 
the Devil, this weird movie 
sees St Nick shoot the Devil 
with toy arrows. Though 
marketed to kids, the Mys¬ 
tery Science Theater 3000 
folks summed it up best 
when they said the movie 
is “good old-fashioned 
nightmare fuel.”

Get a taste for Halifax 


O Nova Scotia’s capital is known for fishing, the Bluenose and Alexander Keith’s brewery 
O But the city is also carving a name for itself as a destination for foodies 


With the Atlantic ocean lap¬ 
ping at its front door, it’s no 
secret a trip to Halifax pairs 
nicely with a side of fish 
and chips. But adventurous 
gourmets may be surprised 
to learn the seaside capital 
also offers up a smorgas¬ 
bord of dining options that 
local foodies say rivals big 
city competitors. 

“When you think of Hali¬ 
fax, seafood — no question 
— comes to mind as a lead¬ 
ing commodity,” says Patri¬ 
cia Lyall, executive director 
of Destination Halifax, the 
city’s tourism marketing or¬ 
ganization. 

But with some 500 
bistros, pubs, fine dining 
rooms, supper clubs, diners 
and international eateries 
in the sprawling municipal¬ 
ity, Lyall says there are plen¬ 
ty of opportunities to push 
the boundaries of your 
palate. “You can veiy easily 
plan to dine out seven days 
a week and not replicate 
the experience.” 

That doesn’t get much 
easier than in February 
when the Restaurant Asso¬ 
ciation of Nova Scotia hosts 
the annual Savour Food and 
Wine Festival. 

The event was launched 
nine years ago to promote 
the province’s restaurant 
industry during what’s 
widely considered a slow 
season in the business. 

The month-long pageant 
of dinner, drinks and 
desserts includes four 
events: a chocolate, wine 
and cheese showcase (it was 
held at the beginning of the 
month); a rare and fine

wine tasting (Feb. 17, sold 
out); and Dine Around, an 
offering of three-course, 
prix-frxe menus at partici¬ 
pating restaurants (all 
month). The highlight of 
the festival is the Savour 
Food and Wine Show on 
Feb. 23 — a one-night-only 
epicurean extravaganza 
hosted by some of Nova 
Scotia’s most inspired 
chefs. Tickets for the popu¬ 
lar event are typically sold 
out a week in advance. 

“I think Nova Scotians 
have been educated; there’s 
a lot more travel and peo¬ 
ple want to have a better 
quality product,” says Joe 
McGuinness, festival chair¬ 
man and co-owner of Durty

Nelly’s, an Irish pub located 
on Argyle Street. “We’re 
now a cosmopolitan city of¬ 
fering a wide variety of lo¬ 
cal and ethnic cuisine.” 

But while variety may be 
the spice of life, local 
restaurateurs say the city’s

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affection for local products 
is key to its culinary appeal. 

Downtown, a couple of 
blocks away from bustling 
Spring Garden Road, is Mor¬ 
ris East. The small but styl¬ 
ish restaurant serves up 
gourmet, thin-crust pizzas 


and boasts what it says is 
the city’s only real wood- 
fired oven. The oven came 
from Naples; its chef hails 
from Halifax. 

“A lot of people are very 
concerned about where 
their food is coming from,” 
says Lauren Marshall, who 
has whipped up a vegetari¬ 
an dish for the Savour show 
that features handmade 
pasta, local veggies and No¬ 
va Scotia cheese. 

Tucked away in the 
north end is Chez Tess 
Creperie, offering sweet 
and savouiy crepes served 
with Annapolis Valley cider. 
On historic Barrington 
Street sits Chives Canadian 
Bistro, known for its eclec¬ 
tic menu that favours local 
food producers. 

And, of course, there’s 
no shortage of seafood — 
with a twist. Spots like Fid 
Resto on Dresden Row 
serve up seared Atlantic 
salmon with pickled plums 
and poutine made with 
fresh Nova Scotia lobster. 

Lyall says it’s only in re¬ 
cent years that Destination 
Halifax began considering 
dining out as more than a 
basic travel need, but as a 
tourism draw. 

She admits being initial¬ 
ly surprised by the diversity 
and expertise the city has to 
offer. Now, Lyall believes 
Halifax can “punch above 
its weight” and compete 
with any cosmopolitan city. 

McGuinness agrees. 

“The old perception of it 
being a sleepy fishing vil¬ 
lage, that’s long gone.”

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In New York fashion 

O Exhibit looks back at 50 years of fashion design in North America 


Paris has its scarves and 
skinny suits, Milan has its 
luxe leather and London 
its swinging miniskirts, 
but ask American design¬ 
ers what they’ve added to 
fashion and the collective 
answer is democracy, 
from wrap dresses worn 
by working women in the 
1970s to a dress worn by 
the first lady. 

The Council of Fashion 
Designers of America, in 
honour of its 50th an¬ 
niversary this year, asked 
its membership, which in¬ 
cludes president Diane 
von Furstenberg, Marc Ja¬ 
cobs, Sean Combs and 
Michael Kors, to craft 
their own “impact state¬ 
ments” and choose outfits 
and photos they feel best 
represent their signature 
styles for a new exhibit 
opening Saturday at the 
Museum at FIT in Manhat¬ 
tan. 


There are 80 outfits on 
display in the show, called 
Impact: 50 Years of the 
CFDA, but the works of 
450 designers are repre¬ 
sented in a multimedia 
display and a companion 
book. 

“There is something 
magical about the way 
this group was founded 
back in 1962, in a small 
room off of Seventh Av¬ 
enue. 

“It was the brain trust 
of 20 passionate designers 
who were motivated to 
create a safe haven for the 
members of their commu¬ 
nity. 

“They sought to protect 
and promote their own,” 
von Furstenberg writes in 
the book. 

Von Furstenberg lent to 
the museum one of her 
original wrap dresses 
from the 1970s, a symbol 
of the working-women’s 


movement, while Oscar 
de la Renta, a former CF¬ 
DA president, offered up a 
gown, accented in neon, 
from his current spring 
collection. (De la Renta al¬ 
ways says his newest de¬ 
signs are his most 
important.) 

A surprise came from 
Mary-Kate and Ashley 
Olsen in talking about 
their contribution, said 
Patricia Mears, museum 
deputy director and cura¬ 
tor. 

They didn’t note their 
celebrity or even the acco¬ 
lades earned by their col¬ 
lection The Row, instead 
saying they were most 
proud of a commitment 
to manufacturing in the 
United States. 

“Impact in America is 
interpreted a lot of ways. 
It has a lot of diversity. It 
could be making things 
affordable, it could be

quality like haute cou¬ 
ture,” said Mears. 

She added, “Someone 
like Marc (Jacobs) is such 
a huge, influential entity 
but he followed the Amer¬ 
ican path.

Here is a sam¬

Resignations 

If you resign with little or 
no notice, it is no surprise 
that your former employer 
will be reluctant to provide 
references or hold back 
some final pay. 

Just as employers must 
provide you with reason¬ 
able notice of your termina¬ 
tion, you must provide fair 
notice that you are going to 
resign. 

Harassment claims 

Today, mental “harass¬ 
ment” is the most overused 
word at work. Employers 
hate these complaints and 
the employees who make 
them, so unless you can 
show a clear case of mis¬ 
conduct, do not raise a ha¬ 
rassment complaint unless 
you also want to find a new 



job. 

Internet legal advice 

Eveiy employee now seems 
to be a workplace law “ex¬ 
pert,” able to find plenty of 
free legal advice about em¬ 
ployment law on the Inter¬ 
net, which most of the 
time is plainly wrong. Be 
careful. If you are going to 
challenge your employer’s 
decisions, however unjust, 
first make sure your view 
of the law is correct. 

Employment Standards Act 

Just because provincial or 
federal legislation says 
there is an entitlement to 
right or benefit, it does not 
mean that you are entitled 
to it. All of the workplace 
legislation across Canada 
contains hidden “quali¬ 
fiers” — words that create 
exceptions or, in some cas¬ 
es, exemptions. Do not 
make assumptions based 
on legislation that you may 
not understand. 

Workplace computers 

Be careful when you use 
them for personal matters. 
Since privacy laws do not 
apply when you use your 
employer’s computer at 
work, it can read and keep 
records of what you’ve 
written and done, without 
your consent.

He’d 
have to sit a year, but the 
Sooners play right on the 
Carleton campus and it’s a 
dual win, and that’s the di¬ 
rection he’s leaning.” 

Saint Mary’s athletic di¬ 
rector Steve Sarty 
meanwhile, denied Mills 
was leaving the Huskies. 
When asked if Mills would 
be in a Huskies jersey this 
coming fall, Sarty said, 
“Yes.” 

“He is not transferring to 
Carleton,” Sarty said. 

“There’s all lands of ru¬ 
mours out there, none of 
which are true,” he added. 

Sarty said there are two 
candidates for the Huskies’ 
head coaching job but that 
he didn’t want to put a 
deadline on making a deci¬ 
sion.

In the time it took for Jere¬ 
my Lin to glance up at the 
clock, then pull up and 
launch a jaw-dropping 
shot, the New York Knicks 
phenomenon penned an¬ 
other page in his fairytale 
story.

In keeping with the Spark’s modest 
transportation role, the standard pow- 
erplant is a 1.2-litre four-cylinder that 
generates an equally modest 85 horse¬ 
power and 82 pound-feet of torque. 

That’s obviously not a lot, but 
wrapped in a small 1,045-lcilogram ve¬ 
hicle built for urban commuting with 
short-lived jaunts at highway speeds, 
it’ll do just fine. 


The Spark’s secret, it seems, involves getting the most room out 
of the least amount of space. Its upright body offers generous 
door openings for easy access and plenty of headroom for four 
adult passengers. 

Chevrolet has crafted a neatly designed exterior, highlighted 
by bulging fenders containing wheels that have been pushed out 
to each side for the sake of stability and passenger room. And as 
with the larger Sonic hatchback, the rear door handles have 
been integrated as part of the window frame, giving the car a 
two-door appearance, which is all the rage these days. 


The car is nearly 15 centimetres 
taller than a Mini Cooper. In other 
aspects the Spark is slightly shorter 
overall and there’s less distance be¬ 
tween the front and rear wheels 
than the Mini. 

You also won’t find much stowage 
area in back, but enlarging the space 
for life’s bulky stuff is just a split¬ 
folding-rear-bench away.

Show your own ride some love 

O Writer Justin Pritchard puts his own car, a 1993 Toyota MR2, to the test for a review

In 19931 was an 11-year-old 
aspiring car-nerd. I had a lot 
of car posters on my bed¬ 
room wall. 

About four years back, I 
decided to buy a car from 
one of those posters. 

The Toyota MR2 GTS 
made the most sense. 
They’re fairly reliable, af¬ 
fordable, and easy to find 
replacement parts for. 

I shelled out $7,500 to an 
importer and picked up my 
new baby a few weeks later. 

The MR2’s engine is in 
the middle, hence the MR2 
name that references its 
“mid-rear, two-wheel drive” 
layout. 

Said engine is a two-litre 
turbocharged four-cylinder. 
Nothing too fancy. Stock 
output in Japan was 225 


horsepower — and since 
the 3S GTE engine is tur¬ 
bocharged, you can make 
more ponies on the cheap. 

I applied some upgrades 
to dial up the power — in¬ 
cluding a bigger tur¬ 
bocharger, intake, 

intercooler and custom 3- 
inch exhaust that I helped 
weld together myself. 

End result? The little 
beast now gurgles to life 
with a loud drone that pen¬ 
etrates into nearby build¬ 
ings and goes like all hell 
when opened up — after a 
good moment or two worth 
of turbo lag. 

Horsepower? No idea. 
But probably about 300. 
Yea, this little thing rips. It’s 
good on gas, too — on ac¬ 
count of it being veiy light 
and aerodynamic. 

Inside, leather seats 
flank a tall centre console

with a five-speed shifter in 
the middle. The instrument 
cluster is simple and there 
are power windows, air 
conditioning, and automat¬ 
ic climate control, too. 

It’s a squeeze to get in 
and out — and boarding 
the MR2 ends with pulling 


the steering wheel into 
your lap. You wear this car. 

The stereo is shot, the 
bezel around it is falling off, 
and the driver’s-side win¬ 
dow squeaks like a stuck 
pig when you roll it up. 

I don’t care, though. It all 
adds character, and puts 


newer cars in perspective. It 
also calls to mind a time 
when Toyota was serious 
about performance cars. 

Handling is a bit wacky. 
The MR2 generates lots of 
rear-end grip for getting off 
the line and accelerating 
early out of comers. But the 


front is nearly too light. 
Steering is relatively quick, 
but it all feels a bit loose 
and strange compared to 
something with the weight 
of an engine up front. 

Get it right, and it’s like 
driving a go-kart. Get it 
wrong, and the MR2 will 
likely plow into whatever is 
ahead of it, or park itself 
backwards in the ditch on 
the other side of the road. 

But even driven gently, 
the MR2 is a pleasure. Peo¬ 
ple give it the thumbs up. It 
looks fantastic. And you 
don’t see them everywhere. 
That’s probably thanks to 
the hopelessly impractical 
nature of this machine. 

But shiny new and high- 
tech or not, my less-than 
perfect MR2 is still one of 
the coolest cars I’ve ever 
driven — brand new or oth¬ 
erwise.

hen we recently road-tested the 
333-horsepower, supercharged 
all-wheel-drive Audi S4, the 
first question we asked was — 
“Would you take it over an Infiniti 
G37?” — a car that has become our go¬ 
to reference for mid-sized sport sedans. 

But imagine a G37 where the the 3.7- 
litre V6 is replaced by a 2.5-litre engine. 
So what, you lose more than 100 horse¬ 
power, but you pick up fuel economy 
and some running-around money thanks 
to a lower base price of the G25. 

Three trim levels are available, 
including the all-wheel-drive G25x with 
all models sporting niceties such as 
leather seats, bright high-intensity-dis- 
charge headlights, premium audio 
system and 17-inch alloy wheels. 

One big notch up is the M-sedan that 
comes with the same basic 330-horse, 
3.7-litre V6 as the G37. The M56 runs 
with a 420-horsepower, 5.6-litre V8 that 
shoos away the previous 325-horsepow- 
erV8. 

The duo is joined for the 2012 model 
year by a gasoline-electric M Hybrid 
with a 3.5-litre V6 that’s assisted by a 
67-horsepower (50-kilowatt) motor to 
produce 360 horsepower. Lithium-ion 
batteries provide the juice. When fully 
charged, the rear-drive-only Hybrid can 
operate at speeds up to 100 km/h and 
travel for up to 2.4 kilometres before the 


V6 pitches in. The M35h hybrid also 
achieves 7.5 1/100 km in the city and 6.1 
on the highway, compared with 11.4/7.6 
for the M37 and 12.9/8.0 for the M56. 

Among the car’s many techno¬ 
marvels is a Vehicle Sound for Pedestri¬ 
ans (VSP) that issues a specific noise 
that alerts anyone nearby that the M 
functioning in electric mode is nearby. A 
healthy dose of premium content is part 
of every M, such as a power moonroof, 
bright xenon headlights, power folding 
and heated outside mirrors, self¬ 
levelling headlamps and rain-sensing 
wipers. 

The M is slick, for sure, but for maxi¬ 


mum towing and people transport, the 
QX56 is the only way to travel. The 
2011 makeover has turned a pricey and 
somewhat underpowered tall truck into a 
sleek, strong, sexy — but still pricey — 
all-weather tourer. 

The 400-horsepower, 5.6-litre V8 is 
the one and only choice and provides a 
tow rating of 3,860 kilograms. The “Q” 
comes with a seven-speed automatic 
transmission and standard all-wheel-dri¬ 
ve system. 

If it’s a little big for your tastes, seri¬ 
ously consider the FX wagon, which 
comes in for a restyle of its nosepiece

T here is no other nameplate that of¬ 
fers as many models with such di¬ 
versity as Nissan, totalling 16 
distinct and separate vehicles, 
from small cars and small sport utility 
vehicles, to the tarmac-shredding 
$112,000 GT-R sports car, to a vehicle 
with the foreboding Armada name.
